th e faith as ever. 
“ As a simple Republican I 
ask 
you to vote th e 
Republican 
ticket 
and return th e Republican delega­ 
tion from th e state of Indiana next 
Tuesday. 
“ I came h ere to say th at I am a 
Republican 
with out 
reservations 
and h ere in th e h ome town of Sena­ 
tor Watson to ask you to support 
h im for th e United States senate.” 
It was th e only, speech Mr. Adams 
h as made or will make in th e Indiana 
campaign. His address h ere was a r­ 
ranged after it 
became 
apparent 
earlier in th e week 
th at 
Senator 
Watson would lie unable to keep h is 
engagement h ere Monday afternoon. 
It h as been h is custom for 
many 
years to close th e 'campaign in Rush - 
ville th e day before th e election. He 
is still confined to 
th e 
Meth odist 
h ospital in Indianapolis with injur­ 
ies suffered in an automobile 
acci­ 
dent almost th ree weeks ago. 
Preceding th e 
address 
by 
Mr. 
Adams, wh o was late 
in 
arriving, 
Miss Eleanor Barker of St. 
Louis, 
spoke for torty-tive minutes. Ch aun- 
cey Dun\*an, secretary of th e county 
republican committee, presided ami 
introduced th e speakers. Th e court 
room of th e court h ouse, wh ere th e 
meeting was h eld, was 
filled 
with 
people, and many 
stood 
at 
th e 
doors. 
Miss Barker paid a graceful tri­ 
bute to Senator Watson. “ It is 
a 
real pleasure,” sh e said, “ to come 
to th e h ome town of Senator W at­ 
son and go over with you some

Miss Barker spoke of h is part in

Th e Rush ville post office, like 
a 
groat many oth er offices in Indiana, 
is being flooded with neck ties. 
It is a selling 
sch eme, 
in wh ich 
th e 
mails are 
used, 
and 
it causes 
postal officials 
much .trouble. 
It 
caused so much trouble last 
year, 
th at th e government finally refused 
to permit th e senders to insure th e 
packages, and th ey are now 
sent 
th ird class mail. 


Th e selling plan originated in th e 
east, it is said, with a Buffalo firm. 
Th ey reaped a big profit. Th e neck 
ties 
being unloaded in 
Rush ville, 
are 
supposedly from 
a poor blind 
man in St. Louis, but 
th is 
same 
poor blind man will no doubt be far- 
rich er th an any resident in 
Rush ­ 
ville bv th e time th at th e returns are 
received from th e mail order propo­ 
sition. 


Th e neck ties come in a package. 
If you keep th em, you are supposed 
to remit; oth erwise if you 
don’t 
want th em, th en you are supposed to 
send th em back. Postage to return 
th em is included. 
In a nearby* city, wh ere th e neck 
ties were sent in large numbers, one 


th is case, th e firm waits for a few 
days and th en begins to send 
out 
letters asking for th e remittance. 
Th e 
letters soon 
develop 
into 
th reats of court action. Th is 
man 
paid no attention to tin* th reats, h ut 
kept th e ties on top of h is desk. Af­ 
ter h e h ad received many letters, lit* 
finally replied with a letter to th e 
firm, wh ich was someth ing like th is: 
“ I h ave been annoyed by num­ 
erous letters and th reats from your 
firm concerning a neck tic transac­ 
tion. I wish to advise you th at th ese 
neck ties to wh ich you refer, were 
never ordered by me, and are 
re­ 
posing in th e same envelope in wh ich 
th ey were 
received. If you 
want 
th em, I will gladly h and th em over 
to you if you will call at my 
ad­ 
dress. If you wish th em returned by 
mail, I will do so if you will send 
one dollar for my time and trouble 
in giving th is matter my attention, 
and in carrying th em to th e 
post- 
office. If I do not h ear from 
you 
soon, I will dispose of th e package 
in any manner th at I see fit.” 
After sending th e letter, th e firm 
never replied, nor sent h im any more 
th reatening bills. Th e same man pub­ 
lish ed th e letter, and wh en a second 
sh ipment of neck ties were received 
in th at city, th e firm received many 
more letters, so th at business of th at 
nature was blacklisted in th at city. 
Many oth er cities 
h ave done 
th e 
same th ing, and an effort is 
being 
made to stamp out th e practice of

Although having enough to occu­ 
py itself, the world is once 
again 
delving into the mysteries of Mars 
and its inhabitants— if 
there 
are 
any. Being only 42,000,000 
miles 
from the earth, M ars is thought to 
be a lit subject for study and spec­ 
ulation. 


The leading scientists agree that 
the* mystery of M ars will 
not 
he 
solved in the present generation. Ev­ 
en with defeat certain, astronomers 
periodically make a valiant effort to 
tear aside the veil through which no 
earthly eyes have ever peered. 
The men of science thrill at 
the 
prospect of discovery, though they 
know it to be well nigh 
hopeless 
just as a man who is a failure be­ 
lieves th at one more chance will be 
enough for him. 


Inform ation about M ars has been 
a source of speculation for 
many* 
decades. As early as 1892 the ob­ 
servatory was established at Flag­ 
staff by Percival Lowell especially 
fo r the stu d y ol Mars. 
At every recurrence of the “ epi­ 
demic,’' when M ars gets relatively 
close to the earth, seekers after pub­ 
licity concoct some fairy tales 
a- 
bout 
prospects o f 
communicating 
with the plant, but the almost lim­ 
itless universe lias ever thwarted the 
ingenuity, of man. 


The radio was once regarded as 
a possible means 
of 
establishing 
contact, and “ q u ack s” have 
p ro­ 
jessed to have communicated with 
our nearest neighbor of the lieav- 
ens, but even the radio is limited. 
It is well that there are men avIio 
are willing to go on 
even 
though 
they are certain to fail, because all 
of the investigations of the 
past 
have been necessary to gather the 
meagre knowledge we now have a- 
bout the planet.

During the past five years of

Reminiscences 
(By JOHN F. JOYCE) 
Javkstni township was organized 
August 18th, 1839, and 
was 
then 
hound commenced at the N. E. c o r­ 
ner of section 6 town. 14 N. range 
Iff E. and e.vtended west to the N. 
\Y. corner of section 5, Town. 14, 
N. range 9 E., being a point about 
one mile west of Farm erton, thence 
south t<» the 8. W. corner of seetion 
20, town. 14X. range 9 E. 
(to the 
Traction line now) thence east 
4o 
the, S. E. 
«corner 
of ‘Section 
19, 
town. 14 N. range Iff E (now Dill’s 
corner) thence north to the place of 
the beginning. The east line of the 
township was then 
one-half 
mile 
west of Sexton. 
At this 
time 
we 
had 
thirteen 
townships in the county hut at the 
March 
term 
of 
‘Commissioner's 
Court, 1859, there 
was 
a ‘general 
reorganization of the 
townships— 
Green township was eliminated and 
the boundaries 
of 
the 
remaining 
twelve fixed as at present. 
The first school house in Jackson 
stood on the south 
hank 
of Mud 
Creek 
near 
the 
graveyard 
just 
south of the Frank Cross farm. The 
date is uncertain hut probably 
in 
the early 
twenties. 
E. C. 
Powell 
was one of the early teachers. Just 
south of this a t 
the cross 
roads 
stood a log school house and P o ­ 
well taught here in 
1838. 
Among 
other teachers here were John Wood 
and Jam es Downey in 1830. 
‘William C assady of the Rushville 
bar taught here in 1842. Among his 
pupils were Thomas Meredith, Lew­ 
is J. Newhouse and Jam es M. Cald­ 
well (fath er of Alfred) 
all 
long 
deceased. These 
pupils 
afterw ard 
taught in this same school house. 
A log school house stood where 
now 
stands 
Mrs. 
Boon 
Gilson’s 
house, where Alex Brown taught in 
1834, and died before his term end­ 
ed. 
Dr. Robert Moffett, a brother of 
Dr. John 
Moffett’s father, 
taught 
the next school here. William Moi- 
fett, an early settler 
in 
Jackson 
township, taught several schools in 
different 
neighborhoods. 
He 
was 
the fath er of Dr. John Moffett (<!e- 
eeased) and in 1825 taught school 
in a cabin on his own 
land— now 
owned by Jam es Gartin, known 
as 
the Flash Stock 
Farm. Jam es 1\. 
Check of Paris, Ky., taught a con­ 
tinuous term of school for eighteen 
months in a log school house on the 
Moffett land in 1830. 
John Lewark was another pioneer 
teacher here— another 
w'as 
James 
‘Rhodes. Along in the thirties a man 
named Goble taught school on the 
D. C. Norris land in a cabin near 
Flat Rock. 
William Moffett 
taught 
several 
term s of school for which he never 
received a cent in 
money. 
Being 
weakly, he would teach school 
Cor 
his neighbors and they wofild clear 
, his laud and assist with his crops, 
and thu> the pioneers helped o£»e 
another. 
In 
the 
early 
forties 
a fram e 
school house stood aeross the roud 
from Haunegan 
and 
Jam es 


Camp taught the first school follow­ 
ed by Dr. Bullard and Jam es Hunt 
about 1845-6. 
In 1845 P ry o r Rigdon taught 
in 
a long building south of 
Occident 
on the John P o rter land now owned 
by E. E. 
Ellison. 
Other 
teachers 
here were John Goble, Roland H ay ­ 
wood and Isaac Osborne. 
A log school house stood west of 
the Benjamin Kendall corner in a.t 
early day* Larking Kendall taught 
here about 1839 for eight and 
a 
third dollars per month and hoard­ 
ed himself. 
Ezekiel Hinton taught here 
two 
winters ami Jam es Adams followed 
him. In 1837 Jam es Martin taught 
school in a hewed log house, which 
from ,1881 to 1886 served me as a 
residence,. at the southeast <*orner 
of Sexton. All trace 
of it is 
now 
gone. 
It was in this old house in 1884 
that the Richland band, headed by 
Carey Patton, ate supper and dis­ 
coursed sweet music, at the Demo­ 
cratic ratification— forty two years 
ago. 
M artin also 
taught 
in a cabin 
which stood ju st east of the Ship­ 
man Newkirk farm, now owned by 
Voorhees Cavitt. 
Another 
teacher 
here was H oratio Alley. On the John 
Gorman land stood another school 
house where Stephen Wilson taught 
in 1839. 


Lon H. C arr taught school 
the 
winter of 1857-8 in this 
township1' 
and was town clerk 
of 
Rushville 
when the new school building was 
erected. 
Some years prior to the Civil war 
a school 
house 
standing 
on the 
Gilson land was 
abandoned, 
w’hen 
the 
Shield’s 
school 
house 
was 
built, and was sold 
to a hand 
of 
southern refugees from 
Tennessee, 
who moved it one mile north 
and 
there established 
a church, 
which 
they named H arper’s 
Ferry. 
For 
years this building served as a place 
of 
worship 
for 
those people and 
their followers and during the Civil 
war was the scene of some stirring 
events, among which was 
a lively 
“ s c ra p ” one Sunday' starting among 
the women, over the wearing «>f 
a 
“ b utternut.” With good sense 
the 
men took no part, except to quiet 
the beligerents and restore 
order. 
At this point there had long »been 
a grave yard which antedated 
the 
church and was not connected with 
it, and in which may yet 
be seen 
evidence of its use but long 
since 
abandoned. 
It is 
located 
on the 
Newkirk land a t the west end 
of 
“ Mauzy’s L an e.” 


During the 
“ middle 
a g e s” John 
H. McKee, William Reynolds, Frank 
Gray^ L aura Clifford, Gertrude Mc- 
Majius, S. C. 
Longfellow, 
George 
T. 
Moffett, 
Roll 
Haywood, 
Tol 
Bartl, John Collier and others fo r­ 
gotten have taught 
school 
in this 
township. 
We 
now 
have 
a consolidated ; 
school of four rooms located 
o n ' 
the old homestead of the Kiplinger 
land. A fter twenty years of politi­ 
cal “ log rolling" much la wing and 
unnecessary cost this site was ob­ 
tained bv condemnation proceedings, 
.a p p ra ised a t $5,900 by three 
free- 
x aB fcòldéfs of the towtttship, * contested 


by. rem onstrance, la wed »out before 
Judge 
Gause 
at 
Newcastle, 
on 
change of venue, at an 
estimated 
expense of $1,500, 
costing 
in all 
about $6,000. Alva Newhouse 
was 
trustee. The school house was built 
and is fa r from a discredit to 
the 
township. It is up to date in every 
respect, a most beautiful structure, 
on an unsurpassed 
location 
and 
now with a corps of 
efficient 
in­ 
structors is 
doing excellent 
wTork. 
A few years ago this township had 
the poorest roads in the county hut 
today has as 
good 
as the 
best. 


Among the prominent road men of

Reminiscences 


(By JOHN F. JOYCE) 


Jacksim township was organized 


August 18th, 1830, and 
was then 


0 E. and extended west to the Iff. 
V. corner of 'section 5, Town. 14, 
N. range 9 E., being a point about 
one mile <west orFarmerton, thence 
south to the S. W. corner of section 
20, town. 1*N. range 9 E. (to the 
Vaction line ,now) thence east -to 
he, S. E. 'corner of Section 19, 
town. 14 N. range 10 E (now. Dill's 
corner) thence north to the place of 
he beginning: The cast line of the, 
township was then one-half 
mile 


west of Sexton. 


At this . time we had 
thirteen 


townships in the county but at the 
March 
term 
, of 
Commissioner's 


Court, 1«59, there, was _,a*general 
reorganization of the 
townships— 


ireen township was eliminated and 
the boundaries of the 
remaining 


twelve fixed as at present. 


The first school house in Jackson 


stood on the south bank 
of Mud 


Creek 
near 
the graveyard just 


south of the Frank Cross farm. The 
date is uncertain but probably 
in 


the earlv 
twenties. E. C. Powell 


was one of the early teachers. Just 
south of this at the cross roads 
stood a log school house and Po- 
well taught here in 1838. Among 
other teachers here were John Wood 
and James Downey in 1830. 


William Cassady of the Rushville 


bar taught here in 1842. Among his 
jupils were Thomas Meredith, Lew- 
is J. Newhouse and James M. Cald-

No. 4 should he Adopted 


1. Good government demands that all persons able to pay be required to con- 


tribute substantially to the expense of that government. 


2. The income tax is the only accurate measure of the taxpayer's ability to pay 


and takes its levy in exact proportion to that ability. 


3. It will equalize the cost of maintaining high standards of education (now 


borne entirely by property) by levying against those who now benefit without paying. 


4. It will encourage the establishment of new industry by levying a tax only 


when the industry earns a profit. 


5. It will stop the destruction of property values by shifting a share of the 


burden to untaxed intangibles. 


6. It means the difference between profit and loss on many Indiana farms. 
7. It has been tested and proved successful in many states and seven more 


states are voting on it this fall. 


8. It will remove the inequality discrimination and evasion of taxes brought 


about under the old property tax system. 


9. It will increase the number of taxpayers and thus interest more citizens in 


guarding public expenditures.

It assumes that those who profit most by .the privileges of citizenship should 


be willing to share their profits with the government that makes those profits possible.
